Dr. I’ark heliexes that things which arc true of the first 
generation of immigrants do not apjdy at all to the second., 
They, lie says, present another and a different, and in some 
respects a more serious problem. Investigation seems to; 
indicate that there is always a distinct cultural loss in the, 
second generation immigrants. They arc smarter, (luicken 
and more sojihisticaled than their |iarents. hnt more sn|)er- 
ficial. “They etirly escape iiarental control, learn to look 
down upon the old ))eo|)le. and idck up most of their .\mcri- 
can culture on the streets through associations wilh the 
children of other immigrants. Schools cannot wholly lake 
the place of [larents in the education of children." 

One way to meet the prohlcm. says Dr. I’ark, is to 
teach immigrant children and Americans generally more 
alKiitt the life of immigrant peoples in their native coun¬ 
tries. "We can prohahlx make onr immigrants and their 
cliildren good .\mericans more (|iiickly and more easily l)\ 
umlerstaiidiiig them and teaching them to understand them¬ 
selves than l»y seeking to strip them of everything that 
makes man something more than a mere animal, namely 
liis memories, his tradition and the natural family, local 
4Jid tribal affections and lovallies that are inseparably bound 
up with these memories and this triidition.”
